DISASTERS, &C. 


Boston, June 3.—The Gloucester fishing sch A T 
Gifford, se Arthur Diggins, from Cash’s Bank, 
arrived at T wharf, Boston, in a badly damaged 
condition, having been in collision with the 
fishing sch W Parnell O’Hara of Boston. The 
disaster occurred last Monday night. Capt Dig- 
gins reports, after securing his bait at Martini- 
cus, he sailed from that place on Sunday, May 
26, reaching Cash’s Bank the next afternoon, 
The same evening the sch was hove to under low- 
er sails, waiting for daylight, when trawls were 
to be set. A dense fog prevailed. It was im- 
possible to see the length of the vessel. The fog 
horn was blown’ at brief intervals, and other 
precautions taken to avoid collision, But the look- 
out soon discerned the glare of another ves- 
sel’s lights,| directly ahead of the A T Gifford. 
It was the W Parnell: O’Hara. She struck us a 
glancing blow on the port bow, forward of the 
fore rigging, staving, in three of the Gifford’s 
bow planks, and causing the vessel to leak slight- 
ly. As she passed astern, the W P O’Hara raked 
our port side, carrying away the rails and bul- 
warks almost the entire length, leaving the 
stanchions entirely bare. This damage was prob- 
ably caused by the O’Hara’'s anchor in contact 
with our rail. The-wind was blowing fresh at 
the time, and the O’Hara passed by, her jib- 
boom caught our mainsail, pulling the sail and 
the main boom from the mast. The main rigging 
and main chain plates were also carried away. 
The W Parnell O'Hara received no serious dam- 
age other than the loss of the flying jibboom and 
part of her headgear, After the collision the 
O’ Hara stood by and offered assistance. A hasty 
examination was made on the Gifford, and it 
was found that the vessel ha@ sustained no se- 
rious damage below her main deck. Assistance 
was declined. The sch soon afterward got under 
way, and started for Boston to repair, making 
a few sets of trawls on the way, and bringing 
in only about 5000 of fish. Capt Diggins esti- 
mates the damage to his vessel at $600. It was a 
close call. It is thought that if the O’Hara had 
struck fully head on the result would have been 
much more_ serious.

It Bepresents 66 Ver Cen‘. of the Tamu 
fnemring Capacity of All the Cordage 
Mills in the Wmited Sintes. 

The United States Cordage Company suc- 
ceeded the National Cordage Company by 
act of incorporation under the laws of New 
Jersey Dec. 20, 1893. its plant was simply 
immense, for it acquired, by this act, all the 
property of the old National Cordage Com- 
pany, the eight mills of the Security Cor- 
poration, formerly leased to the National 
Cordage until 1911, and the six Union Mills. 
In all it obtained the exclusive control of 
32 mills, comprising in their number those of 
Sewall, Day & Co., one of the oldest con- 
cerns in the country in the manufacture of 
hemp and Manila ropes and lines; the Bos- 
ton Standard and Chelsea Cordage Com- 
panies, lL. Waterbury & Company, William 
Walls Sons and others. The aggregate of 
the spindles thus secured was 6104, repre- 
senting, as has been stated by those re- 
garded as authorities on the rope manutfact- 
ure.of the country, 66 per cent. of the manu- 
facturing capacity of all the cordage mills 
of the United States. 

During 1894 the Pearson Cordage Mill of 
Boston of 800 spindles was transferred to 
the United States Company, the considera- 
tion being $900,000, one-half cash and the 
balance in securities. But the agreement 
between the United States Cordage Com- 
pany and the William Wall’s. Sons Rope 
Company expired on the Ist of April, 1895, 
and that concern is hereafter to operate in- 
dependently. The Deering Mill of Chicago, 
also controlled by the United States Cord- 
age Company, passed from its hands during 
April. These changes may or may not have 
haa their effect upon the present stringency 
of the big concern.

History of the Tremendous 
Manufacturing Concern. 


The $34,000,000 concern, the United States 
Cordage Company, has been given into the 
hands of receivers. The reason is because 
the company is insolvent, 

On Saturday last the Chancery Court for 
New Jersey, upon a bill in equity brought 
by E. Rollins Morse of Boston against the 
company, appointed John I. Waterbury of 
Morristown, N. J., Receiver of the corpora- 
tion for that jurisdiction. The company is 
a child of New Jersey laws, and the 
receivership is being extended and consum- 
mated in the seyeral States in the Union 
where the company has any property. 

On Monday, in the United States Circuit 
Court, before Judge Colt, Counsel L.*<S. 
Dabney, in behalf of the plaintiff, Morse, 
and Counsel M. M. Weston for the corpora- 
tion, asked that Receivers be appointed for 
this jurisdiction ancillary to the Receiver- 
ship created in New Jersey. /The counsel 
had agreed upon the names of the Res 
ceivers, who are Mr. Waterbury and Will- 
iam E. Strong of New York city, and, 
there being ng objection made to such a 
step, the Court appointed them. 

The plaintiff is a stockholder in the 
company, and brought the suit in behalf 
of the stockholders to preserve their rights, 
and td obviate any unnecessary or unrea- 
sonable wasting of the property. He al- 
leges that May 381 last a debt of $10,000 for 
hemp purchased by the company fell due, 
but is as yet unpaid. He also alleges that 
there are’ today sublying liens upon the 
property to the-amount of $1,250,000; that 
on July 1 next there will fall due six 
months’ interest on bonds, amounting to 
$7,500,000, He alleges that while the cap- 
ital is large, it is insufficient as a working 
capital, and it would best subserve the 
interests of the creditors, stockholders and 
bondholders to have the property kept as

Whe Security Corporation. 


* The Security Corporation of New Jersey 
was organized Sept. 23, 1891, with a capital 
stock of $350,000, to take over the several 
cordage works purchesd in the interest of 
the National Cordage Company late in 1891, 
Its entire property as leased as stated to 
the National Cordage Company, which paid 
the mortgage Trustee in gold as rental. 
$360,000 per annum for interest on the bonds 
and in addition $225,000 as sinking fund. 
The mortgage Trustee is the Manhattan 
Trust Company. Up to Jan. 21, 1893, $236,000 
in bonds had been cancelled by the sinking 
fund. 

The guaranteed stock of the United 
States Cordage Company, which absorbed 
the National, was for $6,000,000, and is en- 
titled to dividends (cumulative) after Jan. 1, 
1895, before anything is paid on common or 
preferred. It was issued to retire the Secur- 
ity corporation bonds, and beginning with 
1896 it was proposea is set aside annually 
out of the net profits $100,000 before payment 
of any dividends on common stock for its 
redemption. This has preference over pre- 
ferred and common stock in liquidation. 
The preferred stock has preference in case 
of liquidation, and dividends are cumula- 
tive after Jan. 1, 1896. ] 

The common stock of $20,000,000 was issued 
for a like amount of National Cordage com- 
mon upon payment of 10 per cent. assess- 
ment. 

The company has executed a mortgage 
of $7,500,000 (United States Trust Company 
as Trustee) of 30 year 6 per cent. gold bonds, 
dated Jan. 1, 1894, and secured upon all of 
its property, including stocks and bonds. 

Under the agreement with the Security 
bondholders its lien was to extend over 
the eight Security Mills. Of the bonds, $1,- 
441,000 was reserved to pay underlying 
liens on the Security and Union. Milis. 

The United States Cordage Company is 
liable to a certain limited extent to pay 
what deficiency there might be if upon the 
liquidation of the National Company’s af- 
fairs that concern’s pledged assets proved 
insufficient to pay all the Trust liquidation 
certificates of $1,103,635, issued by the Reé- 
ceivers of the National Cordage Company 
to pay a part of the floating debt, and se- 
cured by assets, estimated by the reorg‘ani- 
zation committee of the National as worth 
$1,711,762. The annual report of Dec. 1, 1894, 
by the United States Cordage Company 
shows assets of $46,596,689, and liabilities of 
$47,168,725. ,

There is no:change whatever in the general 
monetary situation. The London money 
market gives no evidence of hardening. The 
Statist of May 25 thus describes the situa- 
tion: “‘The bank and the market are so 
well furnished with liquid resources that 
rates in the discount market: have rather 
tended.downward, than upward. The banks 
still maintain %4 per cent. as the minimum 
rate at’ which they will take three months’ 
‘bills from brokers, but it is again doubted 
whether they will be able to maintain this 
attitude. They have been assisted to some 
extent this week by the exceptionally large 
demand from Throgmorton Street. Never- 
theless they have had large available bal- 
ances,. and, sometimes they have’ been 
tempted to take short-dated bills at 11-16 
per cent. ‘As regards the market quota- 
tion for discount, ‘business has been trans- 
acted in fine paper at a decline of about 
1-16 for bills of all usances. Whilst brokers 
have not always been able to lend their 
balances at % per cent. for the’ day, and 
have had abundance of money offering at 
| 4% per cent. into June, they have been com- 
pelled: to take three months’ bills at % 
per cent., or else see money accumulate on 
their hands. At the ‘carryover’ on the 
Stock Exchange rates were about the same 
as a fortnight ago; they ranged from 1% to 
2 per cent. By far the more general charge 
was 1144 to 1% per cent.,, the higher figure 
being that of the large London banks. In 
a few cases bankers reported having lent 
at 2 per cent., but, on the other hand, there 
was quite as much business with strong 
money brokers who lend again in the house, 
at 1% per cent. Continental discount rates 
have moved irregularly, but they are all 
considerably higher than in London.”

The loan is likely to be 
made payable in gold, but it is safe to say 
that all of the sum received not necessary 
for the purchase of European supplies for 
Japanese account will be transmitted to the 
far East in the*shape of silver. Just as 
there was ae capita increase in Germany 
of money after its war with France, and 
inflation, so there will be, inflation and in- 
creased monetary. circulation in Japan. 
When’ European States and the United 
States are discussing so seriously the re- 
monetization of silver it is not likely that’ 
Japan will demonetize it, ACR as most 
authorities, the British officials in Japan 
being most conspicuous, are repeatedly as- 
serting and demonstrating that since the 
elosing of'the Indian mints to free coinage 
the growth of Japanese industries has been: 
marvelously accelerated, and that the fall 
in the price of silver has put a premium on 
the development of Japanese commerce and 
production. In order to’get much silver to 
send to Japan these European money lend- 
ers will have to bid for the current produc- 
tion as it comes out of the ground, as no 
stock of silver bullion exists in any market. 
“We have a large visible supply of 
wheat, of iron, of coal, of copper, of barley 
and oats, but nowhere is there any visible 
supply, excep’ of the most paltry and in- 
significant : proportions, of silver bullion. 
The great nations ceased to use it as a full 
money metal just as they ceased to use as 
flour all the wheat that was produced, but 
while wheat has piled up in: the world’s 
granaries, silver has not accumulated in its 
erude form. It has gone into subsidiary 
silver pieces, into ornaments and objects of 
art and’into. Eastern circulation. It goes 
to, London: by every steamer, but it goes 
away by every steamer. That portion of 
the world’s stock of silver which circulates 
or is held bt. banks in the shape of coin in 
the. United States has a purchasing value 
under our coinage ratio of 16 to 1 of $129 
per ounce. That portion of the world’s 
silver held in the shape of coin 
by the ‘populations of the Continent under 
the coinage ratio of 1544 to 1 is worth over 
$131 per ounce. No Chinese or Japanese 
or. any other demand’ would tempt. the 
holders of this coined silver, with its legal 
tender value from $129 to $131 per coined 
ounce, to pert with it as bullion for the 
melting -pot, at the present price,; 6744, at 
85 cents, at $1, or at any price under its 
present legal tender value, Therefore, any 
large demand for the Japan indemnity 
could only be met out of*current produc- 
tion, and this would mean a sharp rise, for 
this demand would be added to the pres- 
ent normal demand, which, as I have 
shown; bears such a close relation to cur- 
rent production as to leave no supply on 
the bullion market.’’ pay

tons, or about 9 per cent., while that of 
anthracite -coal actually ‘increased by — 4,-

Thus, while our total production of copper 
showed an increase of 26,250,000 pounds, the

Again, the production of zine decreased only 
2250 tons, or about 3 per cent, while the 
value reported was less by about $100,000,- 
000,or 16.6 per cent. The decrease in the 
production of pig iron was 386,000 tons, or 
5.5 per cent., while the decrease in value 
was $21,900,000 or nearly 24 per cent.; many 
similar instances might be taken from the 
table to show that the total reduction in 
value of the mineral production rep- 
resented very much less than that propor- 
Germ ahaa? not over 5 or 6 per cent.—in 
actual quantities; produced. 

“The silver production of the’: United 
States was maintained, at a. much higher 
level than had generally been expected, or 
than had.been predicted by many persons 
who should be well acquainted with the in- 
dustry. In 1893 the production was 60,500,000 
ounces, a decrease of 4,500,000 ounces from 
1892, when it reached its highest level. The 
low price with which 1894 opened and the 
withdrawal of the artificial demand created 
by the Sherman Jaw led many, persons to 
believe that the reduction would approxi- 
mate the amount of the Government. pur- 
chases under that law, or 54,000,000 ounces, 
which would have been equivalent to prac- 
tically wiping out the industry. The actual 
decrease in 1894 was only 10,654,000 ounces, or 
about. 18 per cent. The reduction still leaves 
the United States the greatest silver pro- 
ducer in the world, and the industry is, and 
doubtless will continue to be, a most im- 
portant one. - 

“Perhaps the most notable feature of the 
year is the increase in the output of gold. 
From time to time throughout 1894 the di- 
version of capital and labor from silver to 


gold mining has been noted. Not only have 
many new gold discoveries been’ recorded, 
but in many cases also old mines which had 
been abandoned because they would not pay 
with the wasteful and defective methods of 
early days, have been reopened with pros- 
pects of success under. better and more 
areful methods. The full effect of this re- 
ival, however, will not be felt until 1895, 
and the increase in the gold output has 
somewhat disappointed the general expec- 
tancy, although hardly that of careful ob- 
servers. The total ‘output of gold in the 
United States last year was $39,761,000, an 
increase of $3,806,000 over 1893, and of $6,764,- 
000 over 1892.

Bradford’s total exports to this country 
in March, 1894, under the McKinley tariff 
were only £90,845. In March, 1895, under the 
Gorman-Wilson tariff, they reached the 
enormous aggregate of £491,587, an increase 
of more than 400 per cent. The total in- 
crease for the month was £400,741, and for 
the quarter, £1,127,745, or about 5,000,000 
American dollars. That represents the

Always Had an Inexhaustible 


Stock of Reminiscences. 


No writer of the present day equals Mr. 
Smalley in pen-portraiture. To the New 
York Tribune he sends a sketch of the 
late Sir Robert Peel, son of the great Si 
Robert. This may be among the last oj 
Mr. Smalley’s work’ for the Tribune, as he 
has#parrived in New York. to begin his 
correspondence from there for the London 
Times: : 

: : “London, May 13. 

“To have been the son -.of the great 
Sir Robert Peel, who was England’s Free 
Trade Prime Minister, and the brother of 
the ‘Mr. Arthur Peel, now Viscount, Peel, 
who was the greatest Speaker of the House 
of Commons, was’ enough to have insured 
to the late Sir Robert Peel a degree of 
celebrity. His brother’s' fame, indeed, 
came late in his life and after, for good 
or for ill, his fate had been settled for. him. 
But it is here no. light thing to have been 
a Peel. The name is a great one. The 
Peelites are, as a sect, extinct, but Mr. 
Gladstone alone would have been enough 
to keep their memory alive and aflame. 
He has never ceased to speak of the leader 
of the Tories of those days in a _ tone 
which suggests St. Paul. He hada real 
reverence for him, so far as he ever had 
for anybody; of an academic kind, per- 
haps, but in its kind genuine. His attach- 
ment to the family remained, much as that 
of a clansman to the chief of his clan re- 
mains, long after the. chief is dead,’ the 
clan seattered, their very huts on the hill- 
side in ashes. He showed it when he nomi- 
nated ‘Mr. Arthur Peel for: Speaker; he 
has shown it a hundred times in debate. 

Mis Life a Failure. : 

“The world has moved on, and Mr. Glad- 
stone has moved with it, though often, per- 
haps always, with a hesitating step. But 
the son of the great leader has neither 
moved on nog led anybody, nor left any 
impress on his time, nor, alas, left a name 
which adds any lustre to that which was 
bequeathed him. ; ; j 

“The fate of such men asthe late Sir 
Robert Peel cannot but be regretted. He 
was 73 at his death. He had admirable 
abilities. He had a start in life. worth to 
him, as it is commonly reckoned here, a 
quarter of a century. He inherited a great 
name and great fortune. He married a 


wife who all through his checkered career 


has been a true wife, a woman whom Lon- 
don, not prone to rate people too high, ever 
thought loyal to him and sympathetic to 
all his friends: and acquaintances.. With 
all this, his life was a failure, and, it must 
be said, a failure in every point. His abil- 
ities brought him no settled fame or posi- 
tion in public life. Beneath them was the 
unstable foundation. of inconstancy, of: lev- 
ity, of uncertain principles, and of convic- 
tions which took their hue from the cha- 
meleon. His father’s stainless. name and 
high character served after a while only to

There is much ado about nothing, espe- 
cially in the Mugwump Democratic jour- 
nals, concerning the alleged defeat of Goy.

! Foraker’s friends. It is not one that: is 
| accounted dangerous to the party. Ex-Gov. 
; Foraker has. great personal capacity for 
organization and a following of. friends who 
are not always judicious, but whose enthu- 
siasm is everlasting.. When they are united 
—and they generall: are—and ,excited to do 
their best. work—which is their habit—and 
know what they. want—which is their fixed 
custom—it is their boast:that they get there. 
They have only missed it once, and that 
was when they thought ex-Gov. Foraker 
should. succeed John Sherman in: the ‘Sen- 
ate at the election four years ago. It is 
complimentary, both to Foraker and Sher- 
man, to state the fact that Foraker would 
have beaten anybody except Sherman. The 
Republican sentiment in Ohio is very strong 
for Foraker for the Senate, so strong that 
the Senatorial candidacy of the party is 
personified in the campaign—the first time 
that has occurred openly in the State. 
Goy. McKinley is a candidate, not for the 
Senate, or for a third term as. Governor, 
but for the.Presidency, and, therefore, he 
does not mingle in local political. affairs. 
If he had made a fight for the Senate, or 
run the third time for Governor, as Foraker 
did when he was beaten by Campbell, and 
in that condition had been beaten, the Mug- 
wumped Democracy might have been war- 
ranted in expending their surplus. hilarity 
on the subject; but the truth is the Govy- 
ernor was not in or before the conventicn, 
and of a half dozen candidates.
